A Diplomatic 


Clearing House 


The Swiss Capital a Famous 
"Where All Europe Meets 


Filippo Sachi has published in the 
Corriere deiia Sera un interesting dis- 
course on Berne as a diplomatic cen- 
tre. 

There is a prospect of Switzerland 
becomjng the first country in the 
world, he wrote. Of a Europe thac was 
so cosmopolitan before the war, it re- 
mains the only cosmopolitan corner. 
Atter the great capitals had shut their 
doors, Switzerland, the centre of the 
continent, and the junction of so many 
important roads of communication 
naturally became the region where 
those who were fighting each other 
everywhere else, not to sound cach 
other and to take their bearings. 

Berne is the only European city 
that still exists in Europe. It is above 
all things a diplomatic nest. All the 
foreign ambassadors accredited to 
Switzerland have been working at 
high pressure for months past. It is 
only necessary to glance at their 
statfs to comprehend that something 
unusual is going on, Those staffs 
have been continually increased. New 
faces appear daily at the young at- 
taches’ table. There are English 
youths fresh from Eton, and Austrians 
who still smack of the Theresianum. 
What are all these people doing here? 
They chatter and watch, and even 
that is something. 

Then again, Berne in these days is 
the kindling point of all diplomatic 
rumors. <Around the embassies there 
circles in the twilight a host of mys: 
terious forms, whose secret activity 
is guessed at,-kut cannot be proved. 
They are unknown individuals that 
appear and disappear, and whose im- 
portance can only be concluded from 
their brief reception by some high 
personage. Berne, in fact, is a kind 
of diplomatic clearings house, where 
the values consist of signs. In the 
winged garments of brief, quivering 
cipher telegrams the news flows in, is 
partially given out, goes the round, 
and is sped on its way again in ci 
phered form in order to take shape in

the establishment of new embassies

Tax Reduction 
and Licenses 


Facts Showing That the Liquor Traf- 
fic is a Heavy Burden on the .- 
Taxpayer : 

The following from the Ottawa 
Citizen should set people thinking:— 
“One of the arguments used by the 
liquor interest against license reduc- 
tion is that it will increase the taxes. 
In a campaign for a reduction of 
uvelve bars and six shops in the city 
of Hamilton a year ago the liquor in- 
terests published a paper in which 
the statement was made that license 
reduction would increase the tax rate 
in Hamilton by two mills on the do!- 
lar, Here are the facts: 
as-broad,bantttic. .h 

“The city received in license fees 
from twelve bar-, $7,200 and $8,000 in 
fees from six shops, or a total of $10,- 
200. , 

“Two mills on the dollar would 
produce $156,184 on Hamilton’s as- 
sessment, which shows that the loss 
of tees by license reduction would 
have been equal to a tax increase of 
but one-eighth of a mill instead of a 
tiwo-mill increase as Claimed. That is 
but a sample of the misleading state- 
ments made in defence of the liquor 
traffic.” 

Instead of taxes being increased by 
license reduction they are frequently 
reduced. In Ind.ana statistics gather: 
ed by ex-Governor Hanley showed 
that in six license cities with an ap- 
proximate assessment of one hundred 
million dollars the average tax rate 
was one dollar and eighty-five cents 
on the hundred dollars’ werth of pro- 
petty. In the six prohibition cities 
with abouc the same assessment the 
tax ate was ninety and one-third cents 
on the hundred dollars’ worth of pro- 
perty. This shows that the rate in 
these wet cities was double that of 
the dry ones. 

Many other places report that the 
Nquor traffic is a heavy burden on 
the taxpayers. Members of the Dol- 
phin county, Pennsylvania, board of 
poor directors, have announced that 
caring for the victims of the liquor 
traffic cost Dolphin county, including 
the city of Harrisburg, more than five 
tines the revenue derived from the 
liquor Husiness. 

The liquor interests have asserted 
so long and so persistently that blue 
ruin would follow closing a few use- 
less bars that some innocent people 
think it might be true. Kansas City 
saved twenty-five thousand dollars in 
police expenses and a similar amount 
in criminal justice the very first year 
after closing the bars. Mulist for the 
fight. very one can and should dis- 
tribute literature.

“Then the Germans were told that 
iv they went on a few miles further, 
the Russians undoubtedly would be 
destroyed and peace with Russia 
would be obtainea, They went not a 
few miles, but many miles. 

“But they had to fight and fight ter- 
rifically all the way. At no time did 
they destroy the Russian army, though 
they did destroy and capture several 
units of the army. 

“Finally the Germans: reached a 
point which is like a balance. They 
could go no farther. If they did, they 
would extend their communications 
beyond the danger point. And they 
knew that all the time they were 
making it simpler for the Russians to 
defend themselves. 

“It is my firm belief that the Rus- 
sian army is far more powerful on the 
defense than the offense, 

“Although it suffered terribly in its 
retreat, the army inflicted tremendous 
damage on the Germans, Had the Rus- 
sians been as well prepared as the 
Germans, the latter never would have 
advaneed half as far as they did. 

“But to get back to the point. The 
German army was told that the ¢ap- 
ture of Warsaw, then the capture of

London the city is gripped by fear 
and foreboding until the coming 
dawn, Ears are strained to catch the 
first muffled sounds of approaching 


aircraft. For many the night is one 
of dread. 
Paris slwmbers peacefully,  al- 


though but an hour's flight from the 
western battle front. A sense of se- 
curity pervades the city. Aerial at- 
tacks are not feared and Zeppelins 
are thought of with mingled indiffer- 
ence and contempt. 

While London is vulnerable from 
the sky, Paris is practically immune 
to danger. In the year and a half of 
aerial warfare the French have de- 
yeloped defenceg faster than their 
enemy has improved its agencies of 
assault. For a year the capital has 
been comparatively free from 
anxiety. ‘It has had but one Zeppelin 
visit, a so-called attack, which was 
only an incident and netted the 
enemy nothing. The British metro- 
polis, on the other hand, is protect- 
ed little more efféctively than at the 
time of the first assault upon it. Its 
streets aro darkened, it has an abun- 


dant supply of searchlights and 
aerial guns, and it maintains an 
aeroplane corps to resist invasion. 


Zeppelins, however, continue to cross 
the channel, and bombard it while 
hidden in an impenetrable veil of 
fog. . 

This shows briefly the contrasting 
conditions in London and Paris at 
the present time. The inability of 
the one {o ward off assaults and the 
other's apparent freedom from 
trouble present graphically the dit- 
ference between inadequate and scien- 
tific preparedness. The French have 
found ® means of successfully com- 
bating Germany’s air navy, while the 
English are only commencing to de- 
velop a comprehensive defence. Brit- 
ish military authorities, according 
to recent advices, have of late made 
a careful study of the French sys- 
tem of aerial defence in the hope of 
finding in it a suggestion for the bet- 
ter protection of London. At the 
same time several prominent Ameri- 
can inventors are supposedly en- 
gaged in the problem. 

Complete details of the Paris sys- 
tem of fortification ara not known 
publicly in America, Most informa- 
tion of this character has naturally 
been withheld by the censor. The 
general idea of the plan, however. 
is partially understeod, as are some 
of the ingenious instruments used for 


detecting the approach of hostile 
airships and ascertaining their 
ranges, Prior to the opening of hos- 


tilities abroad aerial defence was a 
nonentity, Almost all progress in this 
direction has been recent, and it 
therefore constitutes not only an 
important but a very new phase of 
this latest method of warfare. 

Organization forms the hasis of the 
defence system at Paris. Observatory 
and artillery posts are arranged in 
long chains which extend throughout 
the city and radiate from it in all 
directions toward.ecvery part of the 
distant firing line. Each point js in 
telephonic communication with a 
central bureau situated in the city. 
The instant an enemy flying mach- 
ine is sighted by any one of the 
numerous lookouts, it is known at 
headquarters. Immediately an alarm 
is sent out to the posts in various 
zones. <At seattered points squadrons 
of swift aeroplunes are in readiness 
to spring into the air and give chase 
to an invader, while at all the sta- 
tions covering the country between 
the city and the battle front, aerial 
guns are trained and range finders 
prepared to cope .With the enemy. 

During the first few months of the 
war Paris wag repeatedly besieged 
by the Gernfan aeroplanes. The craft 
made their appearance continually 
much to the anxiety of citizens and 
military authorities alike. A former 
head of the aeronautical department 
was recalled to the capital to devise 
a system of protection and the pres- 
ent; scheme igs the result. Since its 
inauguration the city has felt no 
danger, although numerous airmen 
have endeavored to reach it on many 
occasions, 

The vigil ig maintained constantly 
day and night at the outposts.

The Farm Home 


Greater Home Comforts and Conven- 
lences Essential for the Success 
of Farm Life 


When the white man first came to 
Wisconsin his whole effort was put 
forth to wrest from the soil the main- 
tenance for life. very member ot 
the family helped to clear the land, 
to plant the grain and to gather the 
harvest. The house was merely a 
shelter from the wolf, the bear, the 
winter’s cold. an the summer’s heat. 
Little or no thought was given to its 
convenience, sanitation or conrfort. 
As the forest lines moved farther and 
farther away from the little log house, 
the settlers realized that barns must 
be built to house the harvest and 
farm animals, Every dollar that could 
be earned had to be turned back into 
the farm to increase its yield and so 
the home, although the dearest thing 
to the heart of every man, was the 
last to be considered. 

When great barns were raised and 
farm animals were comfortably 
housed, one by one comforts began 
to creep into the home. First, it was 
a good stove, then more convenient 
cooking utensils, then a white table- 
cloth and while dishes sent from the 
Hast, and then a room or two added 
and an adjoining woodshed_ built. 
With the increased bank account 
grew the hope of the new house, not 
a log house this, but a frame or prick 
hotse, 

Today as we ride along. the road 
we do not judge a man's prosperity 
‘by his broad fields or his great barns, 
but by the house in which he lives, 
and the way in which it is kept up. 
Unconsciously, when we see a house 
that is unpainted, whose roof seems 
to be sagging in, blinds off. door 
steps broke! down, dooryard littered 
with farm tools and no vestige of 
lawn or flowers, we say to ourselves, 
“that farm is not paying.” As w 
judge a nation by the prosperity of 
jts homes, so we judge the farm by 
the prosperity of the home. 

The up-to-date farmer realizes 
that the greatest saving he can make 
is the saving of his wife’s strength 
and health, because to her is entrust- 
ed the most precious thing on the 
farm, the rearing of the boys and 
girls, and if her nerves are not in 
the very best condition, it is impos- 
sible for her to enter sympathetically 
into the lives of her family; to help 
decide for the children the all im- 
portant questions that come to them. 
It Is impossible for her to take a vital 
interest in the aftairs of her husband, 
to be ready to assist in the work of 
the community and to help build up 
the rural schools, and yet these are 
the duties of every farm woman. 

As machinery has taken the place 
of the hired man, so must machinery 
take the place of the hired girl who 
is today a scarce article in farm 
homes. The farmer who does most 
of the heavy work on his farm with 
the help of a gasoline engine must 
realize that washing and cleaning in 
the home can be done by the same or 
similar engine. 

He must realize that the same law 
applies to the members of the family 
that applics to the dairy animals. 
The barns must be kept warm so 
that the cow uses all her. energy to 
produce milk. So the home must be 
kept warm by a furnace so tho fam- 
ily will be saved its strength to do 
the necessary’ work. Today the most 
needed thing on farms is well plan. 
ned houses; houses in which every 
unnecessary sep will be saved the 
wilo and mother, and we are glad to 
say chat with tne great wave of pros- 
perity that has come to Wisconsin, 
has persistently come the demand for 
conveniently planned houses from 
men of Wisconsin; and the Agricul- 
tural College of the University is now 
planning to send out plans for this 
new type of house that is being de- 
manded. The proposed house plans 
will make provision for heating, light- 
ing, disposal of sewage all at the very 
lowest cost. 

The time has come in Wisconsin 
when we all realize that if we are 
going to save for Wisconsin her rur- 
al population we must put our best 
efforts on the builaing up of a home 
that will have all the conveniences 
of the city with all the glory of the 
country, so that when the boys and 
girls reach manhood and womanhood 
their one desire will be to remain on 
a portion of the old farm and. rear a 
home patterned after the one in 
which they spent the happy years of 
their youth.—Hoard's Dairyman.

[BRITISH SUBMARINE BLOCKADE — 
HAS STOPPED GERMAN COMMERCE 


GERMANY’S COUNTER MEASURES UNSUCCESSFUL 


The British Navy’s Grip is Gradually Tightening, and Enemy’s 


Trade With Seandinavia 


has been Completely cut 


off by the Activity of the Brit.sh Submarines

The German navy has recently) 
treated us to no littie display of force 
at tne southern end of tne Baitie. 

Reports tell] of cruisers and destroy- : 
ers dashing hither and thither, now | 
attacking tne British steamer Thema, 
in Swedish territorial waters, now 
steaming up through the Sound and 
into the Cattegut, only to come flying 
back helter-skeiter to German waters 
“as if the devil were after them.” It 
appears that in this case the “devil” j 
was a flotilla of British destroyers, : 
for we hear that our ships have been | 
seen in force in this eastern arm of 
the North Sea, and that they have es- 
corted two flotillas of submarines 
down the Cattegut as far as llsinore, 
at the north end of the Sound. 

This German parade of force is, on , 


the face of it, merely another attempt | 
to cope with our submarines, but at 
the back there are signs of uneasiness | 
and even of pauie, 

Germany is getting very nervous of 
the Baltic blockade, says Mr. John 
fF. J]. Pollen, an authority and writer 
on naval affairs, 

It has not “petered out” as she ex- 
pected, but on the contrary it is grow- 
ing in intensity. Germany’s counter 
measures have been totally unsucceass- 
ful, for we have not as yet lost a 
single submarine; above all, the need 
of iron ore, cotton, and foodstuffs is 
being daily imore felt, and perhaps 
the “open road to the Mast” is not 
producing the supply of raw materials 
that Germany anticipated! 

The re-opening of the enemy's trade 
routes to Scandinavia is becoming 
more and more essential, but the wat- 
ers of the Baltic are swarming with 
our submarines, and this re-opening 
is as far off as is ever was. 

Could Germany close the Sound ef- 
fectively to our submarines and could 
she then raise an impenetrable wall of 
mines and nets from her coasts to the 
limit of Sweden's territorial waters, 
there might yet be some hope that 
German merchantmen could cross the 
seas. in safety. 

Past events seem to indicate that 
Germany can never raise such a bar- 
rier, for, in naval warfare, apart from 
the unenviable credit of initiating a 
campaign of murder on the high seas, 
she hag shown no such ingenuity in 
her plans as can lead us to suppose 


How Cansda ‘Aids the Allies 


—_—_—_— 


Over Eight Million Shells Have Al- 
ready Gone Forward to Britain 


The statement of husiness that has 
been transacted in Canada in behaif 
of the britisn government since the 
outbreak of the war shows that there 
fuve been orders given to Canada for 
22,3800,uU0 Shells, and that over &,0U0-- 
6000 shells out o. that number have 
already gone forward to britain. 

The cost of all the component parts 
required in the manutacturing of the 
tocal order for shells, inciuding tne 
machinery and assembling, is esti- 
mated at $282,000,000. In addition 
tnere have been orders from the war 
ouice tor cartridge cases, primers, 
forgings, etc., amounting to $20,0UU,- 
00U, making a total slightly exceeding 
$3v0,000,0UU. The actual shipments of 
ammunition that have gone forward 
to Great Britain from the factories of 
Canada have amountea to 2,000,000 
“uxed” and 6,000,000 “unfixed” shells. 
This rotal output of 8,u00,000 sheils 
out of 22,800,000 contracted for repre- 
sents an actual expenditure up to the 
end of last year of $65,000,000. 

The latest available figures also 
show that there are some 422 plants 
engaged in filling contracts at pres- 
ent under the direction of the im-: 
perial munitions board. The different |

The! and New Zealand, who are en route to, the United States from the Orient. 


Captain Rice says that China has 
awakened to the necessity of a mili- 
tary strength sufficient to protect 
her from the enemies that are look- 
ing with covetous eyes on the riches 
of a country which is only beginning 
to take gteps to guard her wealth, 


that her naval officers can in any way 


/compete with ours in dash, in spirit, 


or in that wonderful faculty of adapta- 
tion to circumstances that hag peen 
the outstanding feature of our con- 
duct in this soa war, 

The British navy’s grip ig tighten- 
ing, and the swarm of submarines is 
goings to show Germany what a sub- 
marine blockade is, and the lesson 
will not be too pleasant. 

In the Mediterrancan the list of cas- 
ualties among merchantmen is quite 
sinall, and no transports have recent- 
ly been attacked, though an enormous 
number of these ships have been ply- 
ing to and fro in the Middle Sea. 

It would seem that the navy has 
got this submarine menace well in 
hand, and though we must expect a 
new outburst of activity on the part 
of the U Boats, and must prepare our- 
selyes for some losses among our 
humerous transports, it seems certain 
that we shall not sutfer any serious 
hindrance to our operations in the 
Balkans, 

But there igs another aspect of Ger. 
many's piracy campaign which must 
certainly be taken into account. 

I refer to the possibility of attacks 
being made on our hospital ships. The 
German Wireless Press has for some 
days past contained lying statements 
{o the effect that we are using hos- 
pital ships to carry munitions of war. 
The secretary of the admiralty has 
just issued a further absolute denial 
of these falsehoods, The first appear- 
ance of tho hospital ship lies was 
quickly followed by the announcement 
thar the Anglia with 400 wounded on 
board had been sunk by a mine! 

It wag further suggestad that the 
mines had drifted in trom our own 
flelds in the North Sea, but this is 
proved false by the fact that a heavy 
southwesterly gale had raged for sav- 
era] days before the disaster. The 
most probable explanation is that a 
German smine-laying submarine, tak- 
ing advantage of this gule, released a 
number of floating mines at the en- 
trance to the Channel, trusting to 
their sinking something as they were 
earried up the Channel. 

But the navy is on the spot and can 
no doubt afford adequate protection to 
our wounded as they return from the, 
seat of war, 


Patriotie Fund Work _ 


Receipts and Advances in the Prov. 
inces Are Tabutated - 


The Canadian Patriotic Fund execu: 
tive has issued a provincial analysis 
of the receipts and expenditures of 
the fund for the period ending Decem- 
ber 81, 1915, illustrating the advan- 
tage of relegating to a national fund 
the responsibility of maintaining the 
wives and children of the soldiers. 

“In certain parts of the country a 
litle hostility was shown during the 
early months of the war to the na- 
tional undertaking,” says the state- 
ment, “the craze for local autonomy 
causing leading citizens of certain 
towns to prefer to retain control of 
their own funds rather than entrust 
them to the Canadian National Pat- 
riotic Fund, This attitude is now prac- 
tically non-existant. Had it been gen- 
eral a glance at the following lists 
will stow that, while more than 
ample provisions would have been 
made to soldiers’ famfiies jn Bastern 
Canada, they would have had a hard 
time in certain of the western prov- 
inees. The principle at the back of the 
national fund js that a community 
shall contribute to the extent of its 
ability and draw to the extent of its 
needs. In tne cases of Alberta and 
British Columbia, the former would 
not equal the latter. In both proy- 
inces enlistment has been heavy, 
while until recently there was a pro- 
nounced searcity of funds. Perhaps 
this same condition still obtains in 
British Columbia, The National Pat- 
riotie Fund, however, insures the sold- 
jer’s family against want, no matter 
what local conditions may be.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH: 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS

HE sole head of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quarter section 


of available Dominion land in’ Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. Applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the District. Entry by proxy may 
be made at any Dominion Land Agency (but not 
Sub-Agency), on eertain conditions. 

Duties--Six months’ residence upon and cultva- 
tion of the land ineach of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
ona farm of ut least 80 acres, on certain conditions, 
A habitable house is required, except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity, 

In certain districts a homesteader in goad standing 
may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead, Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties---Six months residence in each of six years 
after carning homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his homestead 
right may take a purchased homestead in certain 
districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside 
six months in cach of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stony land. Live stock 
may be substituted for cultivation under certain con- 
ditions.

\ paredness, ‘The papers are full 

of stories about the condition 

of our army, navy, coast de- 

fenses, aeroplanes, equipment, ammu- 

nition, etc. The halls of congress aro 

ringing with speeches for and against 

big appropriations for the army and 

Navy. The fight is on, and the end ts 
not yet in alght. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the discussion now heard every- 
where {is the plan to improve the de- 
fenses of the New Jersey coast. Since 
nothing relative to the supposed new 
defensive measures has been an- 
nounced and since the individuals 
whose surveys and examinations have 
beon presumably for the war depart- 
ment have not talked about their work, 
the whole matter {fs still within the 
realm of speculation. Some features 
of the supposed plan, however, have 
seemed to be quite plain’ to persons 
familiar with the work.going on at 
Barnegat Bay, Sea Girt, Port Repub- 
Mc and other points of value. 

As the matter stands the guess {s 
that the government is getting ready 
to establish a submarine base In Barne- 
gat Bay, to provide an aviation base 
near Lakehurst, to fortify Sea Girt with 
big guns and to equip similarly at 
least one other coast position between 
Barnegat Bay and Cape May, and to 


construct such a’ system of military 
highways as would connect Barnegat 
with Cedar Creek and Lakehurst with 
Atsion, and to {mprove other roads ‘in 
a way that would make them available 
for military uses. If the many per- 
sons along the coast who have fol- 
lowed developments are correct in 
thelr assumptions, tHe beginning has 
been made in a military and naval 
defense plan of {mportance. 

It is said that the war and navy 
departments have had under con- 
sideration for a long time the neces- 
sity of establishing bases for subma- 


rineg and aerial craft at such points 
as would permit of a rapid defense of 
both New York and Philadelphia, The 
government is reported also to have an 
especial interest in the extensive clear- 
ing and building operations near Lake- 
hurst, where hundreds of men are at 
work on munitions plans for a large 
munitions corporation, and the Du Pont 
interests have been busy.
